MINERS AND MINE OWNKRS. 

Manifesto laaiiod by British Proprietors Re- 
fuslnt; to C'oiiiiiroinlso With the .Men. 

Lo.NDOK, Sept. 2S. — The Federation of 
Mine Owners havo published a manifesto 
concerning their attitude to the strikers and 
strikers' committees. In it ttie mine owners 
justify themselves for tlie reduotion of 2'> 
per cent, in the miners' wages and refuse to 
diacuss' any compromise measures with the 
men. Arbitration, which has been sug- 
Ci atrd by many disinterested persons, is re- 
jected. The mine owners advance 6gures 
to show that tho cost of labor is two tnirda 
to three-fjuarters of the total cost of ruiaioK 
the coal, and argue from this that in times 
of depression, like the present, they must 
redjce wa^cs or do business at a loss. Tho 
last words of the manifesto arc; "When 
the miners' representatives shall bo armed 
with full powers to necotiato, tho owners' 
committee will be ready to meet them. llio 
owners can do no niore. " 



TURKS AND CHRISTIANS. 

The U. .S. Autliorltlps Compel tho Turks to 
I'unlsli OHtra};o8 on a Jllssloimry. 

Is'kw Youk, Sept. 'JS. — Prompt notion on 
tho part of tlie United States (Jovf rnnient 
has eompollud tho Turkish authoritiea to 
adopt radicikl measures to punish the out- 
rage perpetrated on Miss Anna Mollou, an 
American missionary of tho Presbyterian 
Board in Mosul, who was attiicked 
on the night of June 11 last, while aloppiug 
in a littlo village in tho Kurdish 
mountains, near Atnadiiy. Tho liiteat phase 
of the matter ahowa that tho tirand Vizier 
in Conatanlinople haa ordered tho removal 
of the (iovernor at Mosul, because that offi- 
cial did not act with aulHoient promptitude 
in bringing tlie (iU'enders to justice. It is 
stated that the Grand Vizier sends a new 
Governor duly instructed to punish the 
guilty. The lourney to Mosul, it is added, 
requires twenty days.

.St. .Ioii.nh, Xlld., Sept. 28.— Bishop Brcn- 
nim, of Dcill.iH, Ter., wlio was recently ap- 
pointed Assiatant Hialiop of St. ilolui'a, ar- 
rived here last ni^'ht from Konio. He met 
witli an enlhu.siaatic recepliiiu from Bishop 
Power, llio clergy and tho people. In an 
interview to day iui e.xpresacd himnolf as 
delighioil with llio reception accorded him. 
As to tho I'cipe'a lie:dtli, HInhno Hrennau 
Biiid that Ilia Holineaa ia very feei)lii, but 
Itiat ho pnsacBsea a wonderfully energetic 
mind, and lu'cpa a vigilant eye upon the 
iill'iira of tho wliolo Cutholio world, and 
.^pi'iiUu highly of tho progress of Catholicity 
in the Unitiul States, and also speuks in the 
highest ternia of tho faitli of tho people of 
Newfoundland. 

UoMK, Sept. 28. — Tho Popo has received 
with aatiefaction tho reports of tho recent 
Catholiu congress in Chicago. Ho has com- 
moudod highly the discourses of Archbishop 
Ireland and Arohbiahop Satolli. Tho 
warmth of the welcome given to the Papal 
delegate is especially gratifying to him.

Cannot be N'nturallzcil. 

Skattli:, Sept. 28.— Tho api)lioation of 
Louie King to bo admitted to citizenship 
was denied yesterday by Judge Hanford ou 
the sole and only ground that,!aa King is a 
Chinese, the court had no power under tho 
law to grant the application, Tho decision 
recites that according to the testimony of 
Roger S. Green, Orange Jaooba and Thomas 
H. Cann, King is in all rcspeota 
duly qualified to beconio a citizen. 
Ho took up his residence in this 
country before he was IS years of ago, and 
has lived in tho statu over twenty years, 
having been a merchant in this city for tho 
last fivo yours. He can read and write the 
IDngliah language, and he has foraiikcn the 
social and religious customs of hia country, 
being u numher of the Vivot Methodist 
lOpiscopal church in this city. It ia under- 
stood that, attorneya repri'seutiiig Seid 
Back, the I'ortlund (^^liincso merchant, who 
Ima churyo of tho Washington and Oregon 
Chini'do for tlie Six (Jnmpaniea, will appeal 
tho caao to the United States Supreme court 
in order to teat /.ho validity of tho law. 

I'lngne Stricken. 
New York, Sept. 28.— Captain Blad; of 
the steamer Hogarth, which arrived yester- 
day morning from Santos, states that while 
at Santos on September 2, ho was informed 
that the Italian steamer Vinoenzo Flori, 
from Genoa, August 24, for Rio de Janeiro, 
loaded with immigrants, and which bad 
been refused admission to tho porta of 
Brazil on account of cholera aboard, bad for 
some d.^ys been lying ouuide the harbor of 
Santos in a helpless condition. The deaths 
on board the plague stricken steamer were 
reported to be from 20 to .30 daily. The 
bodies of the unfortunate victims, with 
their clothing e^ttd bedding, were thrown 
overboard and washed ashore near Santos, 
to the great consternation of tho inhabi- 
tants. It was supposed that tho unfortun- 
ate steamer was without medical assistance 
or supplies, and bad insufBcient provisions 
or coal to proceed farther. 

Angeles Town tots, 

Skattlk, Sept. 28.— There will bo an- 
other short delay in filing tho final proofs 
in the Port Angeles town lot cases. Cupt. 
O'Toole, tho registrar, received a wire yes- 
terday from Washington stating that tho 
forms for tho final proof had been mailed on 
the 2Cth Inat., which should bring them 
hero ahout October ,'! or 4. In view of this 
delay, all tho casea before tho oommiaaioner 
at Port Angolos for hearing have been post- 
poned, and no case will bo heard before 
October 7.

New York, Sept. 28.— The programme 

of tho congress of tho Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations of the world to be hold, 
under the auspicps of tho World's Congress 
auxiliary in the Memorial Art Palace, Chica- 
go, Oct. G, was completed to-day by Erakino 
Ulil, secretary of the committee in this city. 
It is a somewhat extended one and embraces 
on its list aome of tho best orators and moat 
noted Christian workers of the world. 

Blown Vp by Slolen Ciunpowder. 

SAVAhNAii, Ga., Sept. 28.— A special 
Thamesville, Ga., to the Morning News 
says : Two negroes, Shade Leo and Gus 
Alexander, met last night at Lee's house to 
divide some stolen goods, among which was 
a twenty-five-pound can of powder. In 
dividing the powder some was spilled on the 
floor. Shade threw a spoonful of this into 
the fire, which flashed and set off the re- 
mainder of the powder on the floor; this in 
turn caused the can to explode, which de- 
molished the house and dreadfully mangled 
the two thieves. A shot gun lying near was 
also discharged, the load wounding Lee's 
wif.-^. Alexander was placed in jail, bat he 
will probably die. Lee is also opeoted to 
die. 

Tit Kiillil n 1'ooiiIc'h Tulare. 

Kkw Vokk, Sept. 2S. — The largest single 
transaction over recorded in real estate up 
tho Hudson is about to bo consummated be- 
tween John I). Rockefcllor and about a 
dozen property owners at Tarrytown. The 
land embraced amounts in the aggregate to 
a little less than 500 acres, and the ooab is 
in the neighborhood of $7S0,000. Mr. 
Rockefeller has long had a big project in 
mind which would bo of publio benefit. 
The buying of the Winchester county 
tract will be followed by tho building of a 
mansion which will cost over $1,0(10,000. 
Tho grounds are beautifully situated, at 
variuua points communding mngnilicent 
views of tho river, and there are littlo hills 
and viilji yH and patches of wood hero and 
there. 1 1 ia underalood that tho property 
will be <i[)en to the puiilic, and timl l-lucke- 
fidler will crpot a iitruclure for tho uhu of 
tho ppojile wliicli will live in generationa to 
come as a monujucnt to hia mciniory. It 
will not lio a teiiiporary home, but a pleasure 
j;round for tho toiling thoua.uids. 

AVuNliInKloii'M Valiialloit . 

Ol.VMi'iA, Sept. 2S.— Tho taxable personal 
property of tho Stato haa been incroaaed by 
the State board of equaliziUion to over Jll,- 
000,000. Tho valuation of real property 
was increased tivo millions making the total 
nearly $2:i().0(K),000. The State tax neces- 
aarv for current expenses for one year will 
bo $730,000. 

A TTell-Known Case. 

Skattlk, Sept. 28. — Tho mandate of tho 
United Stiitos Circuit Court of Appeals of 
tho Ninth Circuit in tho great broach of 
promise suit of Mary E. Belanger against 
Robert IL Crasswell, haa been and an order 
mado by Judge Hanford recording the man- 
d<ito and' entering an order vacating the 
original judgment and remanding the case 
to tho Superior Court of Jefferson county, 
with a transcript of thn papere. The judg- 
mout for $10,000 is reversed, but tho judg- 
ment for costs still stands against the de- 
fendant.

A Woninn'H ^Veakncsx. 
Dartmouth, N. S., Sept. 28.— To-day 
John Lunn was arraigned for firing at hia 
wife with intent to kill. She quietly left 
her homo at Wavorley, and her husband 
found her in Dartmouth luto ut night with a 
man named Eddie Lee. Thereupon Lunn 
caught hold of her and pointing a revolver 
at her head, exclaimed "By God, I'll kill 
you." She escaped and Lunn was arrested. 
Evidence of the shooting was given by four 
witnesses. Mrs. Lunn tlien took tho stand, 
and in an attempt to screen her huabund 
swore that neither aho or her husband were 
in Dartmouth on tho night in queation. Her 
perjury was ao glaring that the nmgiatrate 
instantly sent her to jail. Both husband 
and wife were sent to tho Supreme court for 
trial. Tho other two witnesses in the same 
case narrowly escaped being sent to jail for 
perjury. 

Kovn Hcotin C'onl K.xporl.s. 
Halifax, N.S., Sept. 28.— Tho Dominion 
Coal Co. have already shipped half a million 
tons of coal from their Cape Breton mines, 
and tho Whitney syndicate expect to show 
tho largest export in tho history of the 
Island. Tho operations will bo conducted 
under the supervision of N. S. Pearson, of 
Boston, chief engineer of tho West End 
Railway, who, having become managing 
director of tho Dominion Coal Co , intends 
to live at Sydney. It ia the intention of the 
company to aecure from four to six steam- 
ers of large carrying capacity for next sea- 
son's trade. They will be owned by the 
company, and are expected to carry 6,000 
tons. This full a trial will be made of ao 
English stylo of whalebaok ; one will shortly 
arrive for cargo. She will carry 3,600 tons. 
Her gross tonnage is aome 1,900 tons. She 
will curry G6 per Cent, more than her ton- 
nage, which shows that she must be a 
splendid carrier, as 33 per cent, is about 
all that is now allowed for the average 
steamer.

lilNOSTON, Sept, 28.— Peter Healey, of 
Cobourg, aged 70, went out to water a 4- 
year-old Jersey bull on Tuesday, when the 
animal ottacked and gored him to death.

He was highly 
appreciated by hia confrerea and the public 
and was ono who in hia relations with the 
composing room had justly earned the con - 
lidenco and esteem of tho printers.

Head Tax on tho Cliineso Wile of au

Befniidcd. 

(From Our Own Correapondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 23.— Major Lake, the new 
Quarterniaater-General of Militia, will, 
doubtless, in tho next week's militia general 
orders, bo given tho local rank of Colonel of 
Militia, which will give him precedence 
over all tho lieutenant-colonels in Canada. 
Colonels Walker Powell, Adjutant-General 
Gzowski, A.D.C. to tho Queen ; Panet, 
Deputy Minister of Militia, and Dr. Bergin, 
Snrgeon-eeneral, will take precedence of 
Colonel Lake, they being tho only officers 
with tho rank of Colonel in Canada, and 
will be, of course. Colonel Luke's seniore. 
Tho Adjutint-Oeneral's colonelcy dates 
back to 1872, Colonel Gznvaki'a to 1879, 
and Colonel Punet'a and Bergiu'a to 1886. 

Tenders for the oonstiuotion of the lock 
gates at tho Sault canal were opened to-day.

IN THE ARGENTINE. 

Kent of the Iiisurgeuts-One of the GeneralB 
to Be Shot-The Ships Loyal. 

Bdenos Ayres, Sept, 28,— Some of the 

rebel sailors yesterday seiz.3d an old iron- 
clad, and getting up ateam unobserved, 
steamed away to Rosario before tho 
government vessels could intercept 
tho old ship. The government sent 
two torpedo boats in pursuit and it 
ia believed tho rebela will be captured 
and brought back to tho port. Gens. 
Ruvallo and Attibondo ore marching with 
strong forces against tho rebels in the Pro- 
yiuces of Cordoba, San Luis and Tucuman. 
Tho national guards have been ordered to 
oncentrato in Rosario. Gen. Espins has 
been condemned to be shot. The insurgent 
forcca in Santa Fe have been routed and the 
leaders _ made prisoners. Tho Argentine 
veasela in tho harbor remain loyal. — — ■

The Cruiser "Eoosalaka" MlsBlnj? With Nearly

St. PETKnsiiouo, Sept. 28.— The naval 
authorities have finally conoluded that the 
warship Roosalaka, which sailed some days 
ago from Reval, on the Gulf of Finland, for 
Helsingfors, tho capital of Finland, and 
which has not since been heard from, has 
been loat. Tho general publio has believed 
for some time that the vessel faaid foundered, 
but the naval authorities thought that per- 
haps her machinery had been disabled and 
that she was floating around helpless in the 
Gulf of Finland. Schooners were sent in 
search of her, but they found no sign of her 
save wreckage that had undoubtedly come 
from the missing ship. It is now assumed 
in naval circles that aho struck a sunken 
rook and went down with every soul on 
board. The naval authorities stato that she 

ad a crew of 200 men all told. 
LoNDO.v, Sept. 28.— Tho St. Peterbnrg 
correspondent of the Daily Chronicle says 
that the Roosalku was unaeaworthy when 
she left Roval. She had been repaired 
olumaily, leaked badly and was generally 
unfitted lor heavy weather.

Tho uav- 
ol party waa divided into live com- 
panics commanded ua followa : No. 1, 
Lt. Armstrong, H M.S. Swiftsure ; No. l!, 
Lt. Stapleton, II. M.S. Swiltaure ; No. ;i, 
Lt. Ross, H. M. S. Swiftsuro ; No. 1, Lt. 
Chads, H.M.S. Amphion, and No. 5, Lt. 
Hay, H.M.S. Icarus. They brought with 
them, in ailditiou to tho regulation small 
arms, a Nordenfelt gun, two D-poundcra, 
three 7-poiinders, and three Gardners.

HOSPITAL DIBECTOKS. 

Amenaments to the By-LaAvs to Ensure 
Greater Ellielency In tho 
Nursing Stair. 

At the Jubilee Hospital directors' mooting 
Inab evening, George Byrnes modo his ap- 
pearance for the drat time in several months, 
absence in Australia being tho causo of hia 
non-attendanoe. Needless to say ho was 
warmly welcomed by bin confreres. The 
other direotora present were Chas.Uaywurd, 

President; Alexander Wilson, G. Brown, 11. 
Helmoken, Joshua Davles, W. M. Chud- 
ley, J. Stuart Yates, L Braverman and E. 
Crow Baker. 

Routine business having been dlspoaed of , 
a letter was road from Mr. J. G. liUiot, 
secretary of the Board of Fire Underwriters, 
auggesting certain changes in the form of 
policies on the hospital. The whole matter 
was referred to a committee consisting of 
tho President, Vice President, Treasurer 
and Secretary with power to act. 

An important report was received from 
tho special committee to which waa referred 
communications from tho resident phyaician 
and matron in regard to tho training of 
nuraea. The committee reeommcndod that 
the matron be made lady superiulendunt of 
the nurses training school, and tlvkt certain 
changes bo made in tho by-laws to carry 
this out, as well as to give tho matron in- 
creaBe<l uiilhority so aa to make her respon- 
aibl'i for tho nurses' conduct and givo her 
control over them. It was alao recommend- 
ed that as boon as possible the graduated 
nuraea should bo diapenaed with, and the 
whole of the nursing done by pupil nnrsea 
of tho training school. 

A lengthy aiacuasion took place on this 
])ropoailion, various views being e.vpreaaed. 
it was held by some that, eapeoially in the 
aiirgical ward, there should bo a graduated 
trained nurse at the head, in order to take 
no riska ; for instance, with antiseptics. 
The fact was pointed out, howevor,_ that 
this was a ma^^ter to which tho resident 
physician should, and did, givo hia personal 
attention, so that an assistant nurso would 
do the work just as well under bis instruc- 
tions. It was claimed that the pupil nursee 
were (juito as careful as the graduated 
nuiHe-s, and were not nearly so likely to got 
independent. 

The principle of the report was finally 
adopted and the necessary amendments to 
the by-laws were made. 

Tho report of the Hou. Treasurer showe 
that tho accounts wore lower than for an, 
other month in tho history of the hospital — 
a very satisfactory showing indeed unde" 
present circurnatances. 

After dealing with various minor matters 
the Board adjourned to meet again on 
October 7. 



THE ANULICAN SYNOD- 

Allotment of the Expenses and Stutemciit of 
the Assessment— Bevlsion of the 
Burial Service. 

An Anglican Archbishop for British 
Columbia ia one of the possibilities of the 
near future, when, us ia expected will hap 
pen, this is constituted an ecclesiastical 
province, Tho travelling expenses in con 
nection with the general synod at Toronto, 
at which tho union of tho Church in (Canada 
wSs arranged, woro reported as £J,770, of 
which tho diocesea of Columbia and West- 
minster were reaponaible for §'238 and §225 
respectively, while their aasesamenta were 
$01 and §51. The E&stcrn dioceses natur 
ally paid the heaviest assessments, having 
the greater number of clergy. Tho com- 
mittee found that there are 1,0G2 clergymen 
in the Dominion in dioceses having over 10 
clergymen, tho amount required per head 
consequently being §2 56. 

Before the Synod was prorogued there 
was a abort discussion on the question of 
having the burial service rearranged, so as 
to adapt it to the climate of Canada aa well 
as to the altered conditions of modern 
times. At the time the present burial ser 
vice was adopted the burial grounds were 
generally adjicent to the churclies, and tho 
service in detail could be carried out with 
no inconvionoe, but now-adaya, when 
cemeteries are so far away, it ia frequently 
a hardship to havo so long a service at tho 
grave. Having in view such a moditication 
as tho altered conditions which prevail 
neceaaitate, a motion was carried in the 
Lower liouao asking the Biahops to revise 
the burial service, and this will probably bo 
done. 

ARRESTED ON SUSPICION. 

The Police iit Stockton Detain a Jtaii us the 
Nan Pranelseo Dynamiter. 

Stockton', Sept. 28. — Axel Soronson, an- 
swering the description of tho man wanted 
by Chief of Police Crawley, of San Franoiaoo, 
as the owner of the valise containing dyna 
mite, was arrested here last evening. Tho 
police believe be is the man wanted in con 
nection with tho dynamite explosion at tho 
non union eailor boarding house, but ho 
says ho luia not been in San Francisco for 
two weeks. He eaya lie knowa nothing about 
the vali.so found, and thut it ia not hia, 
SorenaoM, who aaya he baa been liere u week, 
waa found in a saloon on tho levee. Ho 
tallica vvith the deacription of the dynamiter, 
hut has according to the alory ho tolls a 
complete alibi. The San Francisco police 
uro still practically working in tho dark on 
the outrage. Tho evidence they have against 
the man under arroat is not strong even oir 
cumstantially, and it ia probable that the 
valise left at the Grand Central lodging 
house will not afford any tangible avidenoe 
on the case.

Tbe Sale of Goods by Exhibitors to 
■ Bo Most Efsridly Pro- 
liibited. 



CiiiOAao, Sept. 28.— Two important oon- 

greaaoa that hiivo uttmotud to the city more 
than a thuusuiul delt-galea, oneueil hero to- 
day. One is tho world's cougress of mis- 
sions, compriuog delegates from tho niia- 
sionary societieB of every evangelical de- 
nomination, and tho other is tbe iDterna' 
tional congress of Sunday reac, which ig the 
outcome of tho international gathuring on 
the same subject held in Paris in 1889, and 
over which Leon Say, the eminent publicist, 
presided. 

Wool growers, wool dealers and cotton 
planters and dealers, together with furmors 
and members of grange orgunizntions, are 
rounding up at Jiickson IVrk to-duy, two 
days having been sot upart for repreaenta- 
tives of these intereata. Tlio round up, 
howerer, will have loaa of u pleasure juunt 
air than of a buaineas uapeot, for tho wool 
growers are hero in force with a view of 
securing sentiirent aguiust nuy chungo in 
the prdscnt tarilf protecting wool or the 
wool scliedule. l)t;l 'gntiuna from the wool 
growers of Ohio, Culiforiiia and other States 
i\ro hero for this spccilio purpoae, und thny 
are well auppUcd with literature declaring 
that free wool, as now tlie il-clared policy 
of tho Preaidenl uiul tho majority in Con 
gresa, will snbstHntiiilly destroy tho Ameri- 
can wool iiniuatry, and thereby depreaa the 
price of f-irni products and iinpair tho value 
of furma. Tho outnide delegationa will re- 
main in tho city pending the iipening of tho 
National Wool Growera' Convention, on 
Thursday ne.\t. 

The chief of tho deparliiient liuving con- 
trol of all the big buildings begun to-day 
to purge their jurisdiotion of all trinket and 
souvenir stands operated by foreign exhibi- 
tors and others, uudef protection of foreign 
commiaaioncrs, in whose sectioosthe articles 
have been sold. Tho test iujunotion ease 
brought before the Federal court by certain 
exhibitors has been decidetl in favor of the 
exhibition. An explicit order was at once 
iaaued to department ohiefa by the director- 
genera!, inatruoting them strickly to enforce 
the rules of the exhibition. The means 
that the eale of goods by an exhibitor in 
laiy departmental building will be permitted 
only when exhibitors hold a conceasion to 
do 80, The department chief expects to 
meet with vigoroua opposition from Aus- 
trian, German, French, Italian, Russian, 
Britiah and Dutch oiiijials, who have been 
privately backing their exhibitors iu the 
selling business. Tho assistance of the 
Columbian guards will bo invoked if neces- 
sary to clear buildinga of stunda operated 
without a contract with the executive board. 

Indiana's day at tho fair was nearly 
marred by a aerious accident. General 
Harrison's presence at the state building 
drew an enormous crowd. People jammed 
against the building, and the mob became a 
swaying, unmanageable mass. When Har- 
rison had been speaking but o few moments 
the people surged forward to hear hia re- 
marks, and suddenly there was a scream 
from tho centre of the crowd which almost 
cauaed a panic. Women acreamed and 
men pualied. Tho ex-Preaident ceaaed 
speaking and uryed tho crowd to remiin 
quiet. A fainting woman was assisted 
by Harrison to the platform and there 
revived. Two other women were carried 
out in a fainting condition before tho crowd 
became quiet. The doy was bright and 
crisp, and the attendance of Hooaiera was 
enormous. The ex- President devoted most 
of hia apeech to Indiana, eulogizing her 
eloquently. He took ocoaaiou to denounce 
in the most emphatic manner the lynching 
of men in several states. Three cheers wore 
given tor Harrison at tbe close of his ad- 
dresa, and then James Whitcomb Riley re- 
cited his poem, "When the Frost Is on the 
Pumpkin." Piesident Palmer spoke in a 
happy vein, and D mglas Shirley concluded 
the speech-making, after which the Hoosier 
Nigbting'ilcs sang. To-night there was a 
brilliant diaplay of fireworks in continua- 
tion of the celebration. 



fSCAIiCIlY OF GOAL. 

Saflerlnprs of (.'oilliTS iind Factory Workers— 
—Meetings of Jllnora— I'roposcd 
Colli Trust. 

London, Sept. 28. — The scarcity of coal, 
due to the miners' strike, has led to a fur- 
ther rise of one shilling per ton on the Lon- 
don Coal Exchange, • The demand ia strong, 
but buaincaa ia trifling, inasmuch virtu- 
ally no ato^ka are now offering. Holders of 
inland coal retuao to sell, preferring to await 
a further advance, which many believe ia 
certain to come by Friday. Merchants to- 
day readily bought tho poorest quality of 
Scotch coal at one guinea per ion, . and 
doubtless they will retail at ."0 Bhillinga. 
Only Seaborne coal is available. An 
abundance of coal ia being raised daily in 
Wales, Scotland, Durham and North- 
umberland, but tranaportation is diiii- 
cult, and the prices asked are enor- 
mous. But little Welah coal ia expected to 
reach England for many dayu, largely on 
account of the demurrage of vesaela. 

A block of empty trucks on the North 
eastern railway temporarily seals up the 
Durham supply. Tbe trade in Scotch coul 
has lately receive I a great impetus. Much 
of the coul brought from Scotland to tho 
Thames ia being sent by rail to the Midland, 
whertf a coal famine prevails. 

In the meantime tbe sufferings of the col- 
liers and the factory workers are becoming 
intonae. It is computed that there arc 20,- 
000 children and women on the verge of 
starvation. Many of those subsist on raw 
vegetables, having no coal with which to 
cook their food. 

Meetings of foderatinna of minora were 
lield iu a iiuniber of !itriko di.'dtriotH to-day 
to appoint and instruct delegates to tho 
fllriker.f' conferiiiicu to bo held in Deiby on 
Friday. At all of the.so nieclinj^M reaolu- 
tioiis were adopted in favor (jf rcsuiiiing 
work in all the cullieriea whoae owncra will 
allow the old rate of wagea, provi(b:d tho 
owners prondsu not to mtoifero with the 
levy of funds to bo made by tbe federation 
ofBoials on all menibeia, Ttieae reaolutiona 
were not, however, supported unanimously, 
and, moreover, it ia not likely that tho 
mine owners will accede to tho federation's 
coDditiouH. 

Sir George Elliot has issued a circular to 
all colliery owners in the kingdom asking 
their views before he proceeds to organize u 
company which, bo proposes, shall control 
every mine in the country and have capital 
Btook of $000,000,000.

PANIC IN A SYNAGOGUE. 

A Uundred Persona Injured in the '^ush- 
Flftoen Fatally Wounded. 

Warsaw, Sept. 28.— A false alarm of fire 
was given to-day in tho synagogue at Kala- 
warya, near Suawalki. , The building was 
crowded with Hebrews at worship. All 
clamored at onco for the exits, and despite 
the shouts of tho Rabbi that there was no 
fire, they fought to get out. After a strug- 
gle of ten minutes, two-thirda of the con- 
gregation were still in the synagogue. As 
no tire had appeared, they btieanio calmer, 
and with tho aid of tbe caretakers the 
Rabbi eventually restored order. Nine 
dead bodies were found near the exits, and 
twenty persona lay unconscious and bleed- 
ing where they had been trampled. Fully 
100 persons were injured in tho rush, ond 
fifteen are Buffering from wounds likely to 
cause death. 



CHRISTIAN MURDERED, 



Au Ai'ineniiiii Loses His Life at the 
Hands of a Moliaiumedan 
Mob. 



Details of the Atrocity'- The Tragedy 
Before Presbyterian Mission 
Board. 



New York, Sept. 28.— Rev. Dr. Ben- 
jamin La Hare, Recording Secretary of tho 
Preabyteriun Board of Foreign Miaaiona, re- 
ceived news from Oroomcah, Persia, to-day, 
of tho brutal murder of an Armenian Chria- 
tiun in that city recently, at the hand of a 
mob of Mohammedans. Tbe name of the 
\ictimof the outrage was Ajah Jon. Ho 
was a prosporons merchant in tho City of 
Oroomeah and a prominent member of the 
Presbyterian church in tliat city, having 
been converted to Chriatianity some tliiio 
ago by tho nissionarics of tho board at that 
station. According to tho accounts Ajah 
Jon acted as the agent of a Mo- 
hammedan woman who wished to 
purchase a piece of property. She 
called at the shop of her agent on 
the day in question, and he reported that ho 
had not as yet been able to make the pur- 
chase of the lands she desired to obtain so 
much. Annoyed by tbe delay in carrying 
out her wishes, the woman went to some of 
the moat influentials among the natives and 
told them that Ajah Jon had grossly in- 
sulted her. 

These people quickly spread the rumor 
around, and in a short time a howling mob 
gathered at tho front entrance of the inor- 
chant's store. The crowd broke down the 
door atid dragged the poor man out on the 
street and then carried him to tho morgue. 
There they offered him his life and a large 
aum of money if he would renounce Chris- 
tianity. He refused to comply with their 
demands, und after torturing him cruelly 
they dragged him to the top of tho morgue 
and then threw him bodily to the ground. 
As he lay prostrate and acarcely breathing, 
a heavy stone was dropped upon him from o 
great height, which crushed all the life out 
of him and broke every bono in hia body. 
Not satisfied with this accomplishment, the 
mob savagely attacked tbe corpse with 
knives and daggers. 

"BULLS MD BEARS." 

An Insane Crank Goes Qonning Among Them 
But FaUa to ElU. 

CiiiCAno, Sept. 28.— A fusilade of bullets 

was fired into the wheat pit on the Board 
of Trade about noon, yesterday. The 
traders scattered in a hurry, buainess came 
to a standstill and the wildest excitement 
ensued. A. N. Bennett, a broker, was shot 
in the neck, and Charles Uoswoll, a tele- 
graph operator, in tho chin. Mrs. W. W. 
Lewis, of Titusvillo, Pa., a spectator in tho 
other gallery, started downstairs as soon aa 
the shooting began. The laat bullet glanced 
and atruck her in the back, causing a llesli 
wound. The shooter gained acceaa to the vis- 
itor's gallery a few minutes before the trag- 
edy and lired live aliota at random into 
the pit. He was taken in charge by tho 
police, and gave hia name ua Cassiu.'i Keldin, 
of .'iti.j La Salle street. -A iter reaching the 
police station be aakcd to see afteporter. 
He said ho was a carriage painter by trade, 
and told a long, rampling story about hav- 
ing been hypnotized by u man named Jones 
three years ago, and having been under 
hypnotic influence ever since. Ho had at 
last reached the exalted stage. He declared 
it bad been a hard struggle for bread, but 
when they began to sell his soul on tho 
Board of Trade he rcaisted. They had 
already sold his two children in Philadel- 
phia, whore he said he had a wife. Bcldin 
lived with his sister, Mrs. A. Williams, 
a dressmaker, and his brother, T. 
A, Beldin, a Board of Trade speculator. 
Mrs. Williams says her brother be- 
came insane five years ago when divorced 
f;'om bis wife at Camden, N. J. She thinks 
he acted to-day under the belief that bis 
brother was being robbed by other traders 
on tho board. Ho was released from the in- 
sane asylum at Kankakee only a few 
months ago. The ahooting caused the 
%vildeat excitement on the floor, and the 
panic atricken brokeis dashed for the exita, 
creating a jam, which threaloncd to become 
aerious for an instant. The aounda of the 
ahot.s and the ruahing nut of the board liabi- 
tuea notified outsiders that aomething un- 
ut-ujl wiia taking placo, und in a fi;w nun- 
utea thouaanda had galln'rcd in und around 
tho big building, the utmost excitement pre- 
vailing for a time.

A CAPITAL SPEECB. 

We are greatly mistaken if Sir John 
Thompson docs not win for himself the 

reputation of being ono of tlio beat political 
apcaUera that ever acUlreaaed an audience in 
this Doniiaiou of Canadn. Uo apcaka to 
the people in a plain and sensible way. Ho 
does not talk over thoir beads neither iu 
order to pleaie and entertain them, doea 
he descend to any of the tricks of the dema- 
gogue. His language is exceedingly siinple 
and, although he uses in tho discuBsiun his 
great reasoning power, hia arguments are so 
clear and are ao naturally and uppretend- 
ingly proaented that many of bis hearers 
muBt find it hard to realize that they are 
addressed by a learned man and a deep 
thinker. They could almost imagine that 
they were liateuiug to tho talk of an intelli- 
gent and entertaining neighbor at their own 
lireaide. Such speeohea aa the Premier de- 
livered at Montreal and Uelleville cannot 
f ^il to make a deep impression on those who 
hear and those who read them. 

Tho report of Sir John Thompson's Belle- 
ville epeecli ippcirs iu the Toronto lOmpire 
of the 2'Jad. It ia a pleasant speech to read 
ami it will be a very hard one to answer. 
He makea an excellent use of the deularation 
of Sir Richard Cartwright that the country 
was, when that politician was Finance Min- 
ister, like a ship laying to in a storm. To 
sliow what tile ell'eota produced by a tarilT 
for reviiniic onlj', such aa wua iu force while 
tho Libenils were iu power, lie contraated 
those elleots with tho beneficent changes 
wrought by the National policy. Five years 
of the policy of the tariff for revenue brought 
the country to the verge of ruin, 
while fifteen years of the National 
Policy have raised the country to a 
condition to which fjiberal writers and Lib- 
eral speakers, when thoy have nob a political 
end to gau, point with pride. " I can, " 
said the Premier, " quote to you words of 
patriotic men within the ranks of the Lib- 
eral party, brilliant many of them, who 
when the heat of political debate had passed 
siid, like Sir Oliver Mowat said brighter 
things of wh%t tho country can accompliah 
than anything which I shall say this after- 
noon. I can quote illustrious men, the groat 
journals on the other side of politics on 
patriotic occasions, when party politics can 
1)3 laid aside, speaking in aa glowing terms 
of what Uiuuda ia and may Ije aa it would 
be posaible for mo to do. Why ia that'.' Ia 
it bccuuae the ship of Ktate ia l.iying to in 
tho storm, or is it on account of the groat 
aohievements of the last fifteen years, by 
following the statesmanlike lead and noble 
principles of Sir John Macdouald ?" 

On the trade policy which he propoaea to 
pursue the Premier spoko with hia uaual 
clearneaa anil openneaa. With respect to 
reciprocity with tho United .States, to 
which it is tho fashion for the Liberals to 
assort the present Government is hostile, 
ho said : 

Now, our neighbors across tho border 
line, envious to some extent of our pluck 
and detenniniKicju to ataud alone, doviHed 
the well known McKinley ucheme to raise 
the border lino higher between Canada and 
the United States. We wont and negoti- 
ated for tho removal of that barrier. We 
made as honest and as fair proposals as ever 
were made in the interests of freer trade 
relations with the United States. Our op- 

Eooenta, notably Mr. Charlton, denied this, 
ut in order to deny it they have stated 
" facts " wbiob have been proven in Parlia- 
ment and in other places to be utterly 
wide of the truth. The record shows that 
the elTurts that we made for freer trade rela- 
tions with tho United States went aa far aa 
free men and lovora of Canada could go. 
(Hear, hear.) Wu told Mr. Itlaine and the 
other Aoioricun roprcsentativca that wo were 
willing to exchange natural products with 
them, and would select a list of manufac- 
tures which would bo acceptal)!i! with 
natural products for reciprocity, but tho 
answer we got was that it wim absolutely 
necosaary that wo shoulil adopt tho Ameii- 
can tariir ua against tho world, and ^;ivo 
free admission to everything coming from 
tho United States. We had already lost a 
considerable proportion of our trade with 
tho States by tho MoKinley Aot, but wo 
know perfectly well that wo did better in 
coming homo when Iho torma for getting 
freer trade with tho United States meant 



prepared to go ; hut ire are read)/ tin vi: 
were then, to accept any fair propo.filinu hij 
wliich the traile oftiiin country canhe exti.iided 
and iiicrewted tcitli lite United htncji- 
daily. Tho Liberal party have bad a con- 
veutiou iu which they adopted the aiuno 
platform. The atatcmenta which they h;vvo 
made with regard to our ellorta in that dir- 
ection are utterly mialoading and un- 
fair OS regards tho action which has 
taken place. Whilo the MoKinley tarill' 
had the elTeot of striking olT S.-),000,()00 of 
exports of|tiii8 country to tho lJuited Statia, 
at the same time in (ireat Hrifain we had 
an increased market of 817,000,000 opened 
to us. (Hear, lie^r and cheers.) This 
shows to us the advantage of stauding firm 
to onr pi;inciples of Imperial connection. 
You know, ladies and gentlemen, that the 
two parties of the United States, tho Re 
publicans and tho Demooruts, are somewhat 
at variance on the question of reciprocity 
treaties, and that the party now in power 
in the United States are opposed to any 
such arrangement us a reciprocity treaty, 
but they have already received from Ganudd 
an ititimalion that if they are dispiisi d li> 
mahe fair tariff coiici ssiouH, /ki.si (/ an tuii^ln- 
lioii to ns, th'^cfair Idri/f cinirrs^idii.i li-ill hr 
rc-iponilul to in a proper spirit by the. Cana- 
dian Uorernnunt. 

The aunouncemcuts we hove itiilicised are 
important. They aliow that thoao who as- 
sert that the (lovernment ia opposed to re- 
ciprocity say what is nianifeally untrue, and 
they also show that the Qovemment Ima al- 
reaily done all that can be reasonably ex- 
peoied of t hem, to obtain trade advantages 
for Canada when the majority of the Uni- 
ted Stales Congress make tho changes in 
the tarilV which they are bound by their 
election pledgoa to effect. Those who are 
engaged in that work now know that any 
fair concession that they make to Canada 
will be met by a similar concession on this 
aide of the line. This, wo are sure, is nil that 
tho majority of the people of Canada want 
or expect, mid they will, no doubt, be pleaa- 
ed to know that thoir (Jovernment has had 
the forethought to acquaint tho American 
Government of the attitude they have taken 
with refjard to reciprocity in trade. 

The principle on which 'the tariff revision 
promised by tho (lovernment is to 
be baaed ia well and concisely 
cxprcBsed in the following aontenco: — 
" Now wo don't believe in taxation ; we 
dou't believe in imposing burdens ou tho 
people merely for the sake itself of protec 
tion ; but we do stand by this principle — 
and I announce it hero to-day aa confident- 
ly aa if we were pledging for life and death, 
that the farmora of tho country and the 
workingmen of tho country shall have the 
first right to the market of their own coun^ 
try." If this pledge is adhered to in an iU' 
telligent and judicious way, we have uo 
doubt that tho changes in the tariff which 
the (joveroment will eireot will receive the 
approval of the whole country, from the 
Paoifio to the Atlantic. 



FLAGRANT BRIBERY. 

The Liberals aro all tho time trying to 
convince tho people that the Conservatives 
are endeovoring to bribe the taxpayers with 
their own money. They are ready to con- 
strue the ordinary and neccBS*ry grants of 
money for roarls, bridgea, public buildings 
and other work, aa bids for political sup 
port. Their eensilivcncsa on this subject 
has become very remarkable ; but we do 
not remember to have seen in any Liberal 
paper a denunciation of the fligrant attempt 
that was only the other day made by Lib 
erals to bribe the electors of Brandon, Mani- 
toba, with their own money. 

Tho candidates at that election were -Mr 
Macdouald, leader of tho Opposition, and 
Mr. Adams, a supporter of tho Liberal Gov 
emment. While the election campaign was 
in progress, the following card was circula 
ted among the electors : 

$40,000. 

Should tho present arrangement 
regarding our Cuurt House bo can- 
celled, the city stands to lose over 
$^10,000. Is it safe to leave such a 
matter with an opponent of the 
Government 5 

This waa a Buiiicieiitly barefaced attempt 
to bribe the electors. 15ut tho managers of 
tho campaign did not think it auflicieut. 
They issued another card, aa follows :

Can help ua in Oiise an attempt is 
made to cancel the present Court 
House agreement. 

VOTE KOH ADAMIS. 

Here is another : 

Ailama supports the fJovornmont, 
which has expended in public build- 
ings in Brandon over §100,000 out 
of the Provincial funds. 

VOTK FOB ADAMS. 

The indefatigable managers did not con- 
aider these appeals to the cupidity of the 
electors sulliuient, ao before tho day of elec 
tion thoy eauaed stil! another to bo circul- 
ated in tho district. Hero it is :

Wo regret to have to say that the Liberal 
electors of Brandon did not shun these cor- 
rupt offers so openly and so uhanieleaaly 
made. They apparently saw nothing wrong 
about them but took the advice of the 
bribers and elected Adams, 



obsolete, and now Mr. Gladstone denies the 
moral right of the House of Lords to reject 
measure that has been passed in tho 

House of Commone under any clrcuro- 
atanoes, for this is what his argument really 
amounts to. He, vre see, takes care not to 
o.ill in (|ueHtion ita conatitutional right to 
reject measures pussed by the Commons; 
but he evidently holds that the day has 
gono by when it can exercise its oonstitu- 
tional right with safely. If it presumes to 
oxcrciao its undoubted conatitutional power 
it does ao, aoccjrding to Mr. (iladstono, on 
pain of extinction. 

Tho doctrine that the House of Commons 
is in uU cases, and under all circumstances, 
supreme, has been for some time in course 
of development ; bat it has never been ex- 
pressed so plainly and with so little dia- 
guiso by any eminent statesman aa it waa, 
the other day, by Mr. Clladstonc, in Mid- 
lothian. We hardly think that tho British 
people aro just yet prepared to receive and 
to act upon that doctrine. To make the 
Sovereign and the Home of Lorda powerleaa 
will bo to do tho work of revolution. And 
the lovolution will not be ao happy a one 
some extreme democrats imagine. It can 
be easily understood that a majority of tho 
House of Commons, exercising ita power, 
without check of any kind, may become as 
unjust and as tyrannical as any despot 
There are, undoubtedly, times when tho 
majority of tho llouae doea not reprcEont 
the wiahes and opinions of the majority of 
tho people. If, when ihat ia the caae, it 
liiiH the power to impose its will on tho 
people, it ia nothing more than a despot. If 
the action of the Government is opposed to 
the will of tho nation, and contrary to what 
the miijority of the people believe lo bo 
thoir inlcreats, wlvit ia it hut 
tyrant ? Itiaof little consequence to t 
people whcijier they are oppressed l)V o 
great tyrant or by four hundred petty 
tyrants. 

We are greatly mistaken if tho British 
nation will accept Mr. (Jladatnne'a doctrine 
of tho unlimited authority of a mujority of 
tho House of Commons. Tho preteut crisis 
ahowa, a.i the minority of the people of Great 
Britain boliove, tho necessity of some effoo 
tive check to tho action of the majority in 
the popular branch of the Lei^islature. They 
see that a crisis may arise in which the ma- 
jority of tho Commona may decide to do 
what is disistroua to the nation. If there 
were no limit to its power lint that of the 
primitive ono of revolt, the country would 
be in a fearful condition. The British peo 
pie cannot be deluded into bringing about this 
state of things. Thoy will not consent to 
take from tho constitution of their country 
every check and leave it completely un- 
balanced. That would be to make Great 
Britain more democratic than tho United 
States or any other republican country 
under the sun. Wo do not believe that even 
tho Liberala of Groat i5ritaio, wdien they 
see Mr. (JIadstono's policy stripped of all 
di.iguiao will accept it. Mr. (il.idatone has 
greatly coniplicuted the (jueation at issue. 
Before ho made his Midlothian speech his 
opponents were contending for the integrity 
of tho Empire alone. Now they will also 
have to fight for the maintenance of the 
constitution.

CLEVELAND'S POLICY. 



He Wauts Oood, Sound, Stable Money 
and the lipstoratiou of 
Coulideuce. 



Ui)i)osed to Free aud Unlimited CoiU' 
age of Silver— No Patchwork 
Legrislatlon. 



Atlvnta, Gh., Sept. 27.— The Conatitu- 
tion prints a letter from President Cleve- 
land to Governor Northon, in which tlio 
President stiitcs liis poaition on tlio iiniui- 
cial (lucdtion. The letter ia in reply to one 
written by Govoruor Northen on the loth 
instant. The letter presented a graphiu 
picture of the situation in Georgia and the 
South, and urged upon the President the 
expediency of more coroprehonsivo a public 
utterance tlmu liia recent meeaago as to the 
proper policy to bo pursued by Cougresa 
upon qut'stiona uirecting the stringency of 
the tiaica and the needa of the public. U ia 
understood that (iovernor Northen pointed 
out that inroads are being nindo in the 
Uemocratic runka by tho populists, by rea- 
son of tho neglect or tho delay on the part 
of tho democratic party in Congress to 
nieei legislation on tlio lines of tho party 
platform and pledges. Ho dwelt specially 
upon tho finauoial condition and political 
unrest of the farmers of the South, who 
con8titut« BO great a proportion of the 
Democracy. 

The Prc3idont'.r) reply is as follows: 

" Executive Mansion, WaBhiiigton City, 
Sept. -Y..— To lion. W. J. Northen. Dear 
Sir: I liardiy know how to reply to yimr 
letter of the lOih instant. It seuins to mo 
that I am quite plainly on record uonceraiug 
the financial situation. My letter accepting 
the nomination to the presidency, -nrben read 
• in connection with the message lately sent 
to congress in extraordinary session, appears 
to me to be very explicit. I want a currency 
that is staple and safe in the hands of our 
people. I won't knowingly bo implicated 
in a condition that will justly mako ine in 
tho least degree answerable to any laborer 
or farmer in tho United States for a 
shrinkage in the purchasing power of a dol- 
lar ho has received for a full dollar's worth 
of work, for a good dollar's worth of pro- 
duct of his toil. I not only want it to bo of 
such character as will demonstrate abroad 
our wisdom and good faith, thus placing ua 
upon a firm foundation and credit among 
the nations of the earth ; I want our finan- 
cial conditions and the laws relating to our 
currency so safe and reassuring that those 
who have money will spend and invoat it in 
buaiuess and now enterprises, inatoad of 
hoarding it. You cannot cure fright by 
calling it foolish and unreasonable and you 
cannot prevent a frightened man from hoard- 
ing his money. 

" I want good, sound and stable money 
and a condition of conliifcnco that will keep 
it in use. Within the limits of what I havo 
written I am a friend of silver, but I be- 
lieve its proper place in our currency can 
only be had by a readjustment of our cur- 
rency legislation and the inauguration of a 
consistant and comprehensive financial 
scheme. I think such a thing can only bo 
entered upon profitably and hopefully after 
the repeal of the law on which is charged 
all our Snancial woes. In the present state 
of tho public mind this law .cannot be built 
upon or patched in such a way as to relievo 
the situation. 

" I am, therefore, opposed to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver by this 
country alone and independently. I am in 
favor of the immediate and unconditional 
repeal of tho purchasing clause of tho so- 
called Sherman law. 1 confeaa I am aston- 
ished by the opposition in tho Senate to 
such prompt action ua would relievo the 
present unfortunato situation. My daily 
prayer is that tho delay occasioned by such 
opposition may not be the cause of plunging 
the country into deeper depression than it 
has yet known, and that the Democratic 
party may unt bo justly held responsible for 
such a catastrophe. Yours very truly, 
"Gkotek Cleveland." 



FINANCIAL AND COMMEKCIAL. 

President Cleveland's Letter Causes the Stock 
Market to Advance Both In London 
and New York. 

New York, Sept. 28. — There never has 
been any real probability of a Senate com- 
promise on the repeal question, but to many 
despondent watchers audi a result has seem- 
ed inevitable. To such people President 
Cleveland's letter to Governor .Northen, 
with its absolute rejection of everything 
short of unconditional repeal, was full of 
meaning. The stock market, which, at the 
moment, serves in a remote degree aa a bar- 
ometer of sound financial sentiment, advanc- 
ed at once this morning both in London and 
in New York. What was a factor of even 
more cignificance to those who understood 
the real attitude of the repeal Souatora 
was tho obvious sign of 'longreas- 
.ional restlessness yesterday against 
the filibustering of the ailver min- 
ority. Thia was at least an indication 
that a little longer space of bully domina- 
tion will bring about a sudden snapping of 
senatorial rod tape. The subsequent con- 
tinuous recovery of prices up to the closing 
to-day was due to a local conviction that 
this was near at hand. Tho closing quota- 
tions were as follows: Canadian Pacitio, 74; 
Central Pacific, •20} ; Wells Fargo, i;iO, 
Great Northern, preferred, lO'J; Missouri 
Pacific, Northern Pacific, 7; Northern 
Pacific, preferred, 21; Oregon Navigation, 
14; Ore.;on Improvment, 9; Oregon Short 
I.,ino, S.', ; Piicific Mill, l.'lA ; Southern 
Pacific, IS; Union Pacific, '21; Wcatern 
Union, 80^; Bar ailver, 15. 

A London special cable to tho Evening 
Post aay.s : The Bank of England reserve 
deorcaae was ClS.'i.OOO this week, although 
£287,000 in gold were imported during the 
week, including £10(),000 from Australia; 
,<:S8,OI)0 from South America; £18,000 from 
Port Royal. The market supplies of money 
are somewhat reduced, but are still suilici- 
ontly plentiful. Silver is unchanged. Spot 
was bought for delivery in October at .'),', 1 , 
and in November at gd. less, and rupee 
paper was Jd. lower. Tho London slock 
markets to-day were (|uiet, except that tho 
"bears" covered Louiavillo and other Amer- 
leans on President Cleveland's letter.

With some of her friends she is about to 
bring into ejcistenoo a Rescue Society lor 
nion, similar to tho various Rescue societies 
established for women in tho big cities of

BRAZIL'S UUNFLICTS. 

Tho Chances of a Peaceful Solution Are as 
Yet No Nearer. 

LoNDOK, Sept. 28. — A private telegram 
received here by an important bank from 
Rio Janeiro says the bombardment of that 

city is so serious that tho banks of Rio, 
lifter consulting together, decided that they 
will probably cloao altogeiher, until tho fate 
of tho capital of Brazil ia settleil ono way or 
thn other. The bimibaidment yesterday is 
said to have ceuaod only when the foreign 
war vessels threatened to turn their guna 
on tho rebels if tho city wua nut spared, 
Negotiations were rcauiiied between the 
government, and tho rebels at intervals with 
apparently no better chance of u peaceful 
termination of tho struggle than some 
weeka ago.

They 
were beaicged by a large crowd. A notice 
was posted that the depositors would be 
paid in full, but tho run continued. The 
bank had resources of £550,000 and a re- 
servo fund in excess of liabilities of 
£30,000 

I he United States cruiser Philadelphia 
has arrived. Admiral Skirrott transferred 
his flag from her to tho Boston, which was 
to sail for San Francisco about the 27th. 
Her hull is perfectly sound. During the 
Boaton'a at.iy tho warmeat feeliogs of 
iriendahip wore cherished between the 
Boaton'a ollioera and crew and the citizens, 
tho royalistii' ofiicial organ to the contrary. 

The Royaliata are greatly elated over the 
Washington news, which ia construed to 
mean that an election iu Hawaii will bn 
held to determine the form of government 
desired by tho people, and they are confi- 
dent tho native vote would restore tln' 
queen. The Government party deride the 
news as inspired by party motives. It ia 
held that the United States can take no 
action without a treaty stipulation It is 
still hoped President Cleveland will recom- 
mend annexation rather than a protectorate. 
The Royalists report a number of warships 
on the way there to enforce quiet during 
the elections for tho foregoing purposes.

THE LAKE SHORE ROAD. 

Bondholders I'rcpiirliig to lUiy It In— The In- 
terest of the C. 1'. It. 

Seattle, Sept. 28. — Preparations aro be- 
ing made for foreclosure by the bondholders 
of tho Lake Shore road at the expiry of the 
six months grace after default, whioh will 
be February 1, next. A reorganization un- 
der Canadian Pacific auspices is snggested. 
Those who think this is the move in contem- 
plation say it would pay the Canadian Pacific 
better to put up with the present steamer 
connections with Seattle for a few months 
longer aud ultimately get the road entirely 
into its handa than to iiiuruly havo the use 
of it until it gets into the hands of tho Nor- 
thern Pacific again. Further, by buying 
the road through its frienda tho Canadian 
Paoilio would be ubiu to Bccurc tho c media- 
tion of the liurrurd Inlet k Eraaer Valley 
contract, which ia to let the Northern Paci- 
fic into Briliah Columbia by way of tho 
Luke Shore, or in uoiiii; way to prevent it 
from beneliiing the Northern Pacific. If 
tho Lake Shore enables .the Northern Pa- 
cific to invade Canadian Pacific territory, 
BO much tho better for it, and it can return 
the compliment by letting tho Canadian Pa- 
cific into tho Northern Pacific territory at 
Seattle. But the Northern Pacific will not 
lose the road without a struggle. Tho re- 
ceiveKS may go to the courts and obtain per- 
mission to pay tho interest in dolault, giving 
as a reason that the failure to do so will ini- 
peril what It has cost the Northern Pacific 
several million dollars to acquire.

New Westminster, Sept. 28.— Tho first 
annual mcotiug of tho Canadian Wheel- 
man's Aaaociation, Uiatrict 11, sliovred tho 
people of British Coluirjbia what a properly 
conducted amateur nice tournament should 
be, and ufiQcera of future incotings could not 
much improve on any detail. Tho hospital- 
ity of the Westminster riders was magnifi- 
cent; tho prizes were appropriate and valu- 
able, ranging through a list of goldwatchea, 
diamond ringa, and souvenira of like charac- 
ter; the fiiuahcB were fast and close; and 
accidenta there were none. Of courao tho 
championship excited the chief interest 
Lawrenceson was tho favorite, and a contin- 
gent of Vancouver sports cumc over to back 
liim for anything.

Lawrenceson biniBeif had miagiv- 
ings ii< to tlio Norlhlield man, Jatiiea D 
niinf', the resident Association Consul, and 
the result showed the Vancouver man's esti 
mate correct. 

In the one mile championship race, Law- 
renceson foll'iwed hia uaual taotica and let 
the Gold cf tivo make tho pace. On the 
second lap Deeming forged ahead, and in 
the third Lawrenceson crept up andjtrailed 
hini eight lengths away. 'litis waa tho 
ordor until tho final lap, when Lawrence 
aon brought out his magnificent apurt. 11 
found Deeming ready to answor it and 
could not overtake him, the Morthfiold man 
finishing cliumpion by two lengths in 2 min. 
50 sec. Both Lawrenceson and Deeming 
saved the!/ energies for the ohampionship 
events and ran in these only. 

In the five mile Lawrenceson, realizing he 
could not leave a margin for Deemint;, as he 
had been accustomed towithotherB.rodeoloae 
up, letting tho Northfield man out the runn 
ing from the start. Milne, Ueane and Clabon, 
ot Varcouvor, were alao in the race. Clab 
on and Deane dropped out, as the pace got 
too hot. ^Vhen nineteen of the twenty 
laps were travelled, Deeming waa leading 
Lawrenceson, with Milne a close third. 
This was tho order for tho whirlwind at the 
last. At the close of the eighteenth round, 
Lawreucc6<m hud crept up and " felt ' 
Deeming, finding the latter ready to give 
him battle whenever lie spurted. This he 
did iu tho last quarter, but at hia great 
speed loat hia peddle, and Deeming ie 
chainpiou at both diatancca. 

The open eventa, without exception, de- 
volopod equally good racea. C. L. Perkins, 
a young machinist of Spokane, who rodo a 
machine made by himself, swept up moat of 
the valuable trophies. Another Spokane 
rider, (Juy Browne, aged 10, ia a coming 
Zimmerman. Both of them during the day 
rode Potter to a atandatill. 

In tho novice race, one mile, Thomas 
Cowen, of Northfield, won first from Noot, 
rf Westminster, by a hand's breadth, in 3 
min. 15 aeo. 

The quarter mile, flying start, brought out 
a string of nineteen riders and was disposed 
of in three heats, Perkins winning the final 
with Potter second, in 37^ sees. 

In the two mile handicap, Perkins 
(scratch) finished first; Milne (175 yardh) 
second, and A. Deeming third. Time— 5 
tnin. 54 J sees. 

The mile open also produced nineteen 
atartera, Perkina and Browne liuiahing first 
and aecond. The time waa two .minutes 
and a fraction under 49 scca. 

Deane took tho t« o mile race for solid 
lyres, Albert Deeiiiing forfeiting hia chancca 
for better than aecond place by spurting too 
soon. 

The last race of the day, and as goo<l as 
tho beat, waa the team race, for which 
Seattle and Vancouver entered tuama of 
three. Spokane had but two men on tho 
grounds, and concluded to race these two 
against odds. To win it waa necessary to 
secure both places, so Perkina laid Brown to 
start from the sound of the pistol, and 
paced him throughout. Potter, of Seattle, 
trailing him, and tho others struni; out 
Thua they went till the last lap, when Pot- 
ter camo up with a terrific rush and tried 
to take tho place from young Brown, who 
had shown his mettle to the former race to 
the discomfiture of tho ex-Vanconverite. 
But tho boy was ready. For one moment 
only Potter waa able to keep in hia com- 
pony, then ho dropped to his own olaaa, and 
Perkins and Brown took the honors for
